Robert N7XR will be active from Diego Garcia Island in the Chagos Archipelago 
from 3 December for about three weeks. While there he will use the callsign VQOXR 
or possibly VQ92X. He will be on all bands 160 — 10m and QSLs go direct to N7XR. 


Freddy F4HEC will be QRV as JD1BOX from Ogasawara from 4 — 12 December. 
Ogasawara, which is about 1000km south of Tokyo counts as a separate entity for the 
DXCC award. QSL to the home call. 


Ben SM7EQL and Ronnie SM7DKF will be in the Turks & Caicos Islands in the 
Caribbean using the callsigns VP5/home call until 7 December. They then travel on to 
St Lucia where they will sign J6/home call until 15 December. 


Felix DL5XL will be operating as DP1POL from the German Neumayer Antarctic 
Base until February 2015. This will be mainly on CW and QSLs go via DLIZBO.
